PARIS, Aug. 8.—All France is aero- 
plane mad today over the marvelous 
success on the first lap of the great 486- 


mile cross-country race from Issy les 
Molineaux through Troyes, Nancy, Maz- 
ieres, Charleville, Douai and Amiens, in 
which six of the eight aviators suc- 
cessfully completed the first stage of the 
race to Troyes. Al! the aviators unite 
in declaring that the success of the 
flights by so many machines fore- 
shadows the complete conquest of the 
air. 

Thousands of automobiles are gath- 
ered at Troyes today with the intention 
of follewing the race, the second stage 
of which starts tomorrow through to 
the finish. On account of the difficulty 
experienced by the machines yesterday in 
following the course, it has been ar- 
ranged to fly marking flags on the 
spires of churches. 

Soldiers Make Flight. 

The military aeroplanes, the drivers 
of which under the rules are not al- 
lowed to participate in the prizes, flew 
from Mourmelon Le Grand to Nancy 
today to join the contestants when they 
arrive there tomorrow at the conclusion 
of the second stage. ;

An hour and 16 minutes later, how- 
ever, Latham alighted on the lawn of 
lis mother’s chateau near Dreux, about 
forty-two miles from Paris. 

The contest, in which the number of 
entrantS Was greater than in any sim- 
ilar competition, was for a prize of 
$2,000 offered by the newspaver Le Ma- 
tin. The conditions are hard. The prize 
£0es to the aviator who covers in the 
shortest elapsed time these 782 kilo- 
‘meters (486 miles) of the circuit, which 
includes Paris, Troyes and Nasey, Mez- 
leres, Charleville, Douai and’ Amiens. 
The conditions provide that each avia- 
tor must fly from each of these cities 
at a fixed hour. The cities have added 
$32,400 to the prizes to be distributed. 

Curiosity and Enthusiasm. 

It is estimated that half a million per- 
sons saw the ascent from Issy-les- 
Moulineaux and half of them had 
stayed up all night so they should not 
be late. The streets and the public 
Squares were -bliack with the crowds. 
Never since the Grand Prix race for 
eutomobiles have such throngs assem 
bled. The enthusiasm was intense. It 
hecame almost maniacal when, at dawn, 
& biplane appeared in the sky and 
dropped gently on the aviation field 
from which the ascent was to be made. 
to the intense wonder of the tens of 
thousands around it. From the biplane 
eprang two amateur aviators, who re- 
marked only: 

“At Teast we are in time.” 

The crowd cheered frantically as the 
contestants—following each other at five- 
minute intervals, and after steadying 
themselves, like homing pigeons and 
getting their direction to their first cote 
~—darted off toward Troyes. 

Alfred Leblanc was first away and, 
without difficulty, covered the 84 miles 
in 1h. 83m. 2s., a splendid flight. 
Aubrun, starting five minutes after Le- 
blanc, maintained even greater speed 
than his rival all the distance and 
alighted in Troyes only 4m. 6s. behind 
him,

Governor Declines to Say 
Whether He Will An- 
nounce Candidacy. 





That Gov. Hadley will anonunce him- 
self a candidate for United States Sena- 
tor early in September is the general 
belief of St. Louis Republican politi- 
cians. The announcement of Walter 5. 
Dickey, chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, that he will not seek 
the senatorship is believed to have been 
made to pave the way for Hadley’s an- 
nouncement. 

Republican leaders believe with Had- 
ley running for Senator that they will 
have a good chance to win the big 
political prize. The Reed-Francis fight, 
and the feeling among a large number 
of people that neither man is up to the 
standard required by the people, ac- 
cording to Republicans, will give the 
party more than a fighting chance to re- 
tain a Republican in the Senate. 

Wil Be Giwen Clear Field. 

Senator Warner has not announced 
that he will run for. re-election. The 
impression prevails that Warner will 
not run if Hadley will enter the race. If 
Hadley can be induced to run he will 
be given a clear field, according to the 
politicians. 

The Republican politicians who insist- 
ed a few months ago that Gov. Hadley 
ought not to run for the senatorship 
are now eager for him to get into the 
race. Hadley and Dickey had several 
conferences before Dickey announced his 
retirement from politics. 

The regulars of the St. Louis Repub- 
lican City Committee are pledged to 
Warner in the event he runs again. The 
Howe followers would be against Had- 
ley, on account of Hadley’s demand up- 
on Mayor Kreismann for the elimination 
of Howe as a political factor. 

Could Win. Office. 

It is generally conced@d by Republi- 
can leaders that Hadley could win the 
senatorial nomination over anybody in 
the party if he became a candidate. 

Many Republicans believe in order to 
retain the senatorship for the party 
Hadley must get into the race. It would 
not be necessary for him to resign as 
Governor, the Republicans say, to make 
the race, and if the Democrats carry 
the Legislature in November he could 
retain the office of Governor. 

In Jefferson City Monday Gov. Had- 
ley declined to discuss the report that 
Dickey had decided not to run for Sena- 
tor to give the Governor a clear field. The 
Governor said at the present time he 
would not discuss_any phase of the ques- 
tion.

Miss Fehlhammer, accordin gto her 
mother, was decoyed Tuesday night to 
the Culver Building, of which Bradfield 
is janitor, and insulted at the point of 
a revolver. : 
The State and Federal authorities are’ 
uniting to prosecute Bradfield, whom 
they charge with using bogus newspa- 
per advertisements as a decoy, and the 
Culver Building, at 306 North Twelfth 
street, as his rendezvous. 

In the negro’s possession the police 
found a certificate purporting to have 
been signed by Miss Fehlhammer, and 
absolving him from the guilt of any in- 
jury he might have done her. Mrs. 
Fehlhammer says the signature to the 
certificate was extorted by force, as 
was also a lock of blond hair attached 
to the paper.

Anderson Says St. Charles 
Doesn’t Smell Things, 
It Only Thinks So. 














Whether the St. Louis garbage re- 
duction plant at Sands is grving off a 
nauseating odor is the subject of an 
acrimonioug debate. between the people 
of St. Charles and the garbage reducers. 

St. Charles people affirm that the 
stench is so strong every time there is 
an east wind they cannot sleep. 

The officials of the reduction com- 
pany deny there is any odor, asserting 
that the people of St. Charles merely 
imagine they smell things. 

“he reduction works, after being shut 
down all summer for the installation of 
new machinery, resumed operations a 
week ago. For two or three d&ys the 
people of St. Charles have been\hold- 
ing their noses every time they ven- 
tured out of a closed room. 


Calis Odors Imaginary. | 

“It is all imagination,” T. M._Ander- 
son, secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, told the people of St. Charles 
after twice visiting the town. “I have 
been all over the city and I have not 
had one whiff of 6dor from the plant. 
You people are prejudiced ‘against the 
reduction works, and imagine you can 
smell an odor every time the plant is 
put into operation.” 

“Whew!” exclaimed St. Charles. “If 
you had to live here long you'd be hold- 
ing your nose, too. There “s certainly 
no imagination about that odor. We've 
all been out of bed at 4 a. m. for the 
last three mornings, trying to find some 
place to hide from that awful stench. 

“Our farmers tell us they smell the 
odor seven miles west of the city. They 
certainly cannot be accused of having 
too much tmagination.”’ 

Anderson told the people of St 
Charles that the company had spent 
$600,000 trying to perfect the plant. He 
said the machinery company that put 
in the last installment of reduction 
machines guaranteed they would do the 
work. 

The plant has been re-equipped with 
machinery the third time. St. Charlies 
says the company will have to make an- 
other try to kill the odor or the Injunc- 
tion proceedings will be renewed. 

“The reduction plant will elther have 
to be removed, or we will have to 
move the town,” said a citizen of St. 
Charlies Monday. ‘‘We are not alone 
affected. Florisant, Bridgeton and oth- 
er towns are getting the odors when the 
wind is from the west. The garbage

It is expected that the connection of 
Gov. Johnson of the Chickasaws with 
the McMurry contracts will be care- 
fully investigated. According to Sena- 
tor Gore, Gov. Johnsen was instru- 
mental in having many members of his 
tribe sign the McMurry’ contracts. 
Whether he was to get a share in the 
$3.000,0009 fee, as Gov. McCurtain of the 
Choctaws testified he was offered, will

CENSURE FOR CREW 


Young Folks Danced to Keep 
_ Warm—Food Supply Was 
Soon Exhausted. 


While the younger passengers on the 
steamer Alton danced and sang to keep 
warm Saturday night, as the boat 
pulled and tugged to free itself from 
a gsandbar three miles south of Alton, 
the elder ones, after the 30 staterooms 
had been filled with shivering women 
and children, formed groups about the 
decks and held indignation meetings. 
Capt. Leyhe and officials of the boat 
were criticized for taking the channel 
leading to the sandbar, and for not 
janding the passengers at some point 
where trains could be taken to St. 
Louis. 

As a result of the inability to release 
the Alton from the sandbar, Capt. Henry 
Leyhe of the Eagle Packet Co. an- 
nounced Monday that the excursion 
service between St. Louis and upper Mis- 
sissippi points would be discontinued on 
aocount of the low stage of the water. 
The stage at St. Louis Monday is 5.3 
feet, the lowest recorded here in 30 
years. The withdrawal of boats recent- 
ly almest entirely stops the excursion 
tr<-ffic on the river north of St. Louls. 


Boat Is in No Danger. 

Efforts were made Monday to release 
the Alton from the sandbar where it has 
been fastened since early Saturday 
night. Capt. Leyhe said Monday the 
boat is in no danger of breaking or 
being seriously damaged in its present 
position. 

The excursionists imprisoned on the 
Alton left St. Louis at 1:30 p. m. Sat- 
urday, and was scheduled to return at 
8:30 p. m. They reached St. Louis 

“at 10:30 a.m. Sunday on _ the 
steamer Spread Bagle, which had been 
sent to their rescue. Scores of men and 
women, relatives and friends of the pas- 
sengers, waited all night in the rain 
at the landing in St. Louis hoping for 
news of the Alton passengers. Until 6 
a. m. Sunday the stereotyped answer of 
a watchman for the Hagle Packet Co. 
was, “The Alton ran on a sandbar, but 
got off. She will be in at 1:30 a. m.”’ 

He reepated this formula imper- 
turably, even when it grew daylight 
without a sign of the boat. 


Rescue Was Dela 
The Grey Eagle was ordered to go 


to the assistance of the Alton late 
Saturday night, but when the order 
was received the boat's fires were 
cold and her crew scattered. She did 
not start until 6 a. m. Sunday. 

During the night Saturday, many 
of the women passengers sat on the 
chilly, wet decks of the steamer 
wrapped in table cloths as a protec- 
tion against the drenching rain. 

The meager supply of provisions on 
the boat were soon exhausted, and 
when at 2 a. m: Capt. Leyhe ordered 
sandwiches passed, there was not 
enough to go round. 

When the Grey Wagle arrived the 
balf-famished passengers attacked the 
pantries. There were only two walters 
on the boat and only about half of the 
passengers could be served. The others 
made a run on restaurants when they 
reached St. Louis. 

When the woe-begone and bedraggled 
passengers at last reached shore at 
10:30 a. m. Sunday, they complained 
btiterly of what they called the “inac- 
tion” of the Alton’s officers. After try- 
ing vainly to free the boat by stretch- 
ing hawsers around trees on shore and 
having snapped the ropes at the first 
tug, the officers did nothing more, the 
excursionists say. 

When the steamer Dubuque passed 
by at midnight, the captain did not 
hail her, and explained that the Du- 
buque, being a heavier boat, could not 
navigate the channel in which the Alton 
Was grounded. The passengers then 
criticized bim for taking the shallow 
channel instead of the one through 
which the Dubuque passed safely.

PIRATES OUT OF CAVE AFTER 
CAPTURE OF FOUR: HUNDRED 


Chinese Mandarin Disguised as 
Cooley Invaded Stronghold 
and Got Information. 


By Associated Press. 

VICTORIA, B. C., Aug. 8.—Full de- 
tails of the fighting between the 
Chinese-Portuguese forces and the 
Pirates at Colowan, near Macao, were 
received by the Empress of Indla, 
which arrived here yesterday from 
the Orient. After a week’s bombard- 
ment during which many fights be- 
tween landing parties and the pirates 
occurred, the allied forces rushed the 
walls and captured the village. They 
found the place practically deserted, 
most of the pirates having escaped. 

There was much loss of life and 
400 pirates were captured. The bom- 
bardment was heavy, the Portuguese 
gunboat Macao, with four-inch guns, 





ting fire to a portion of it, 

The origin of the trouble was 
wholesale kidnaping of Chinese boys 
from schools in Canton. 

The Portugueso Government sent 
Lieut. Ribas and 60 ‘men to rescue the 
captives. The Portuguese landed and 
were fired on by the pirates, a num- 
ber being killed.

NEW YORK, Aug. &—A great plague 
of elm leaf beetles has awept over this 
section of the country this summer, ac- 
cording to Director Murrill of the Bronx 
Botanical Gardens. Mr. Murrill recent- 
ly made a trip of investigation through 
four states and says that he found the 
condition of the em trees everywhere 
alarming. 

The beetle, however, fg not the only 
enemy to the trees which is working. 
Mr. Murrill was called last week to 
Sagamore Hill, where he made an ex- 
amination of the chestnut trees which 
are Col. Roosevelt's pride. When Col. 
Roosevelt returned from Africa he sent 
word to the Botanical Gardens that 
something was wrong with his trees 
and asked that an expert. be sent to in- 
spect them., 

Mr. Murrill discovered that almost ev- 
ery tree on the Colonel's estate was 
dead. The canker, a rapid growing 
fungus, had started beneath the bark 
of the trees and had spread quickly all 





over them. It traveled with surprising 
swiftness and within two months caused 
thousands of dollars’ worth of damage.

Soldiers Raid a Club and Pre- 
vent Trouble in the 
Streets.

BILBAO, Spain, Aug. 8.—Six thousand 
rifles were seized by the authorities to- 
}day on board a tug which had been 
chartered to go to San Sebastian, where 
the great anti-governmental demonstra- 
tion was proposed to be held yester- 
day, before the clerical leaders aban- 
doned the manifestation. 

Local authorities at San Sebastian had 
held that the Carlists were planning to 
take advantage of the Catholic mantifes- 
tation to start a movement against the 
Government. No statement, however, 
is made as to which party to the con- 
flict chartered the tug and loaded it 
with arms. 


TROOPS MAKE 130 ARRESTS 
IN SAN SEBASTIAN RAID

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, Aug. 8.— 
“Viva Espana!” “Down with the 
rebels!” shouted an angry multitude 
in front of the Separatist Club in the 
early hours of Sunday morning. 

The patriots in the street, vigilant 
on the eve of threatened revolt, had 
quickly gathered and were answer- 
ing with loyal cries and vigorous 
hisses the singing of seditious songs 
in the Separatist Club, where about 
150 members had gathered and were 
stimulating their rebelous spirit with 
anti-Spanish melodies, presumably in 
preparation for the threatened de- 
monstration which they hoped would 
be the precursor of armed rebellion. 

Very promptly the authorities 
closed the doors of the club and ar- 
rested 130 of the members, most of 
whom, it was found, had come from 
Biscay. 

“Viva Tesp>ana,” the Cry. 

“Viva Espana!” the crowds cried 
again between hisses as the prison- 
ers passed through the streets to the 
jail. Then the patrols were strength- 
ened and were active throughout the 
rest of the night. Those arrests evi- 
dently broke the back of the incipient 
rebellion, for the only exciting event 
since then was a well-attended bull 
fight. 

From daylight the streets were 
patrolled by cavalry, infantry anda 
gsendearmes, while heavy bodies of 
troops were held in readiness in the 
barracks at Miramar Palace, where 
the Queen Mother and the royal chil- 
dren are in residence, 

Many amusing scenes were witnessed. 
Priests leading trudging bands of peas- 
ants took to their heels when they 
found the city in the possession of the 
military. The peasants, all their cour- 
age gone, were disarmed and eager to 
go home. 

Poor Fed by Soldiers, 
Some poor people wno came to jeer 
the Government were fed by the sol- 
diers. 
The authorities are satisfied that the 
Catholics had planned a demonstration 
which in reality was a Carlist move- 
ment. 
Catholics are extremely indignant at 
the Government’s repressive measures. 
Senor Unguijo, the chief organizer of 
the manifestation, declared that its pur- 
pose was peaceful. The original inten- 
tion was to have no speaking and the 
demonstration was not to be armed. But 
when the Government treated the mat- 
ter as if it were civil war, he aban- 
doned the manifestation to prevent 
bloodshed. 
Later, he promises, there will be a 
reaceful demonstration in Hamplona, in 
the province of Navarra, and at Vitoria, 
in Alava, to prove that the Govern- 
ments anti-Catholic policy is. opposed 
by the whole Spanish people. “Even the 
Queen Mother,” he declared, “is bit- 
terly hostile to it.’’ 
Officials say monks have been active 
in fomenting the agitation and have 
distributed arms. 


PORTUGAL IN CONTROVERSY 
WITH VATICAN AUTHORITIES 


LISBON, Aug. 8.—Portugal, like Spain, 
is almost on the verge of an open rup- 
ture with the Vatican, due, among other 
causes, to fritcion over the govern- 
mental censure of the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Braga for suppressing a 
Portuguese Franciscan newspaper with- 
out submitting the order to the Portu- 
guese Government for approval. 
Since the issue of the royal decree, 
July 12, nullifying the action of the 
Archbishop, the clerical forces, inspired, 
it is charged by Cardinal Merry Del 
Val, the Papal Secretary of State, have 
been conducting a bitter campaign 
against the Government on this account. 
At the same time the Vatican has been 
raising difficulties about refilling the 
diplomatic vacancy caused by the death 
of Senor Martins D’Antas, the Portu- 
guese Ambassador to the Vatican. The 
Portuguese Government retaliated by 
deciding to allow the post to remain 
vacant for the present and the Mintster 
of Justice has drafted a pil) providing 
for a civil register of births, deaths 
and marriages, As this threatens a 
large source of income to the clergy, a 
big. meeting of ecclesiastics was held 
here today to protest.

Some finicky persons do not 
care to fish for bass with a spoon 
hook, but prefer either live bait or 
the artificial fly. Almost all anglers, 
however, will agree that it is entirely 
fair to kill a pickerel, a pike or a 
muskallonge—which are three very 
different fishes—on the § artificial] 
spoon. These species are most apt to 
be found along weedy bars, or at 
some place where there is cover of 
vegetation along the ecge of deeper 
and clearer water. Sometimes these 
bars are shallow places in the lake, 
but which lie with none of their vege- 
tation showing at the surface. About 
all your guide has to tell you is his 
knowledge of the places where these 
bars exist.

For 
ordinary trolling you want a stiffish 
rod, not too stiff to give you fun 
after you have hooked your fish: and 
you should have a large-barreled reel

If you were walking along one of 
the crowded streets in the tenement 
district and, glancing upward, saw 
a baby playing alone on the edge of 
a second-story window, in danger of 
falling to its death, what would you 
do, turn your head away and pass on 
down the street, or take some action 
to save the baby? 

You would feel hurt ff anyone 
doubted that you would try to save 
the baby. There might be some doubt 
as to what you would do if you were 
not able to swim and heard a drown- 
ing man calling for help. 
stinc®? of  self-preservation .would 
withhold you from plumging into the 
water to save the drowning man. 

But in the case of the baby, there 
is here no chance that misfortune 
would come to you. The baby could 
not pull you out the window with. it. 
Morally you would be a murderer if 
you left the baby to its fate. You 
realize this fully and that perhaps is 
why you would feel hurt if anyone 
voiced a doubt as to what you would 
do in the circumstance, 

Bacteria Kills the Babies.

DOG AND COW GO MAD AFTER 
BEING BITTEN BY BRINDLE 
BULLDOG—OTHERS WATCHED 


Strange Animal Attacks Several 
Pets in Southewestern Part 
of the City. 


Five dogs are chained in the neighbor- 
hood of Ejichelberger avenue and the 
soutnwestern city Limits, in the fear 
that they have been inoculated with 
hydrophobia from the bite of a mad 
brindle bulldog. One dog and a cow, the 
property of Herman E. Luecking of 5669 
BRichelberger avenue, already have gone 
mad, so that it was necessary to de- 
stroy them, he says. 

Lueckiug is a gardener. He told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that the 
brindle bulldog appeared in the neigh- 
borhood a week before and bit «ix dogs, 
including his beagle hound, before he 
shot it. 

The hound went mad last Friday, 
iuecking says, after biting his cow. He 
killed the hound and that evening 
noticed that the cow was behaving 
strangely, but did not suppose ft was 
mad. 

When Luecking threw a cabbage over 
into the cow's pen Saturday, it gave 
every symptom of rabies, he avers, and 
finally killed itself by beating its head 
against the side of the barn. 

The owners of the five other dogs bit- 
ten by the brindle are frightened lest 
their pets show signs of hydrophobia, 
and are keeping them chained for the 
time being.
